Johnson Seeks 


Federal Funds 


To Aid Cities

asked federal funds to pay part 
of the rent of needy persons.

ent with such planning. 
He described his proposal for 
what he calls rent supplement 
as the “ most crucial new inst rn- 
I ment in our effort to improve 
i the American city.”

Denier was convicted of first- 
degree murder without a recom­ 
mendation of mercy by a three- 
judge court on Nov. 29. 1963.

ly syndicated hawrk whose calls 
for total victory had terrified j 
thirty million breakfast readers

to note the peril for the public. 
“Unless the Chinese surren­ 
der rate abates suddenly and] 
dram atically,” he wrote, “ we t 
will have more Chinese than 
Americans on our hands within 
the next six days.

In the American tradition, he 
proposed to do for China what 
had been done for Germany and 
Japan after their surrenders in 
1945.

NEW YORK (A P)—The IT. S. 
Treasury is braced for France 
to 
swap 
another 
bundle 
of 
American dollars this month for 
gold. It is also ready to turn 
over to the International Mone­ 
tary Fund some more gold — 
perhaps $250 million — to sweet­ 
en a reserve used to protect 
world currencies from specula­ 
tive raids or monetary em er­ 
gencies. 
Neitiler outlay of the metal is 
likely 
in 
itself 
to 
upset 
the 
Treasury’ much, but the French 
action especially seems sure to 
step up the increasing debate on 
how to stop this drain. 
Already this year the outflow 
of gold is much larger than in 
all of 1964. And the drain has 
been going on since 1957. 
But the Treasury is in even 
better position this 
month to 
m eet any foreign demands for 
m etal in return for dollars than 
it was earlier. This is because 
Congress 
has 
voted 
to 
free 
about $5 billion of the Treas­ 
ury's gold hoard from a reserve 
to back commercial bank 
de­ 
posits in the nation's 12 federal 
reserve banks. This $5 billion 
can be used if needed in defense 
of the dollar. 
The government also is ap­ 
pealing to U.S. banks and corpo­ 
rations to help it reduce the out­ 
flow of dollars, which France 
and others can use when they 
want to change such paper for 
the metal.

The U.S. gold >tock dipped 
$262 million in January, largest 
drain for any month since the 
$.145 million of July 1962. Febru­ 
ary saw a further loss, as yeti 
not completely spelled out. but | 
enough to bring the Treasury's! 
regular stocks below $15 billion | 
for the first time in 26 years. In I 
all of 1964 the loss was $125 mil­ 
lion. with $95 million of that in j 
December. 
The U.S. Treasury is legally 
bound to swap its gold for the I 
dollars that France and other! 
governments hold at Hie official j 
price of $35 an ounce, plus a 
service charge of 8 cents an I 
ounce. 
The loss of gold from the 
hoard in Fort Knox and other j 
strongholds is but a symptom of 
the m alady. The basic ailment 
is the buildup in recent years of! 
dollars in foreign hands. Thcv 
got there because the United 
States each year has been send­ 
ing more dollars abroad than it 
got 
back. 
Its 
exports 
have 
topped imports nicely, but 
by 
an insufficient margin to make 
up for 
other 
outflow—govern­ 
ment grants and loans, 
mili­ 
tary spending, ami private in­ 
vestments in plants and securi­ 
ties, spending by tourists, loans 
bv American banks.
